OUR FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

London, January 13, 1872. 

The holidays being well over, the activity of the 
publishers seems about as great as before Christ¬ 
mas, which is perhaps the busiest season of the 
year. A large number of new books are either out 
or promised shortly. The great difficulty which all 
publishers have experienced during the last quarter 
insetting their books out of the printers’ and binders’ 
hands, especially the latter, will explain the appear¬ 
ance of a good many publications at this moment, 
which in ordinary times would have seen the light in 
December, or earlier. The delay in preparing the 
new Lectionary left large classes of the binders for 
months with almost nothing to do. Nobody 
wanted a stock of the old-fashioned book, so soon 
to be superseded. When the new one was finally 
printed it fairly swamped the trade. You can 
easily imagine what an enormous quantity must be 
produced to satisfy the needs of a church which is 
styled the National Church, and which counts its 
worshippers by millions, and expects all of them to 
be duly provided with the new service. To take 
but a single instance, the issue of the first volume 
of the new library edition of Tennyson was kept 
back about seven weeks after the date fixed for its j 
appearance. That this delay was due to the 
binders I know, because I obtained a copy in ' 
sheets, or in quires as the phrase is here, without 
difficulty in November. But now I believe the 
pressure is a little abated. 

Historical students will welcome the appearance 
of the fourth volume of Mr. E. A. Freeman’s “ His¬ 
tory of the Norman Conquest of England.” The 
first volume fixed Mr. Freeman’s place among 
English historians. So much patient learning, so 
much power of style, so much of the true spirit of 
philosophy, belong to but few among those who 
have dealt with any part of the great subject of 
British history. It is not too much to say that the 
histoiy of the Norman Conquest can now, for the 
first time, be really known to the student who has 
no time for original research. The present volume 
deals with the reign of William the Conqueror. 
As the scope of Mr. Freeman’s work includes the 
results as well as the causes and history of the i 
conquest, there is no point at which he is bound 
ta stop. But I believe one or two volumes more 
are expected to complete the work. 

The copyright in the revised i2mo edition of 
Lord Brougham’s works has been acquired by 
Messrs. A. & C. Black, of Edinburgh, and they an¬ 
nounce—no, they “beg to intimate’’—that they 
will shortly publish a reissue of these works. 
Particulars will be giveu hereafter. I do not feel 
sure, from reading Messrs. Black’s advertisement, 
Whether they really mean to republish all Lord 
Brougham’s works. Some of them have ceased to 
have much value except as mementoes of the 
amazing versatility and power of work of their au¬ 
thor. 

A new and revised edition of Mr. Walter 
Bagehot’s “ The English Constitution ” is among 
the announcements of Messrs. Henry S. King 
& Co., a firm which succeeded some time ago to a 
portion of the publishing business of Messrs. 
Smith, Elder & Co. I do not know of any single 
book so well adapted as Mr. Bagehot’s to give 
the general reader a clear idea of the practical 
working of the English system of government. 


Technicalities and formalities and' legal fictions find 
no place in it. Mr. Bagehot is a student, but does 
not think it needful to parade black-letter learning 
in a treatise on nineteenth century politics. What 
is perhaps more remarkable, the book is enter¬ 
taining, Mr. Bagehot being master of a singularly 
lucid and easy style. 

That Mr. Hepworth Dixon’s new book, “The 
Switzers,” will find plenty of readers and plenty of 
critics may be taken for granted. Anything he 
writes is sure to be in request at the circulating 
libraries, and to run through a certain number of 
editions. Mr. Dixon has the knack of writing flu¬ 
ently on various topics. Something about Swiss 
politics, religion, and education may be learned 
from this volume. The thrift of the Swiss serves 
for another topic. Some characteristics which 
natives of widely differing cantons have in common 
are described, and some account is given of the 
organization which has made so small a country 
so great a power. Perhaps Mr. Dixon will take it 
as a compliment to be told that through every 
chapter runs the evidence of his book-making 
talent. He sees Switzerland, or what lies on the 
surface of it, rapidly, and is able to produce a 
volume of considerable size on that or any other 
country with perhaps greater quickness than any 
writer of similar reputation. I should be inclined 
to say that there is a good deal of the special cor- 
j respondent in him, but I fear Mr. Dixon would 
regard such a comparison as unworthy of him. 
He does not write letters but “ works,” and, as he 
himself once told us, “ his works are before the 
world.” To do them both justice, he and the 
world get on very well together, and as to the 
critics I have no doubt Mr. Dixon and Mr. Disraeli 
are of one mind. 

What sort of a book can really be called popular 
so as to be worth issuing in a cheap form, seems 
to be always a problem. Nobody is surprised 
when Dickens in sixpenny parts sells by the hundred 
thousand. But who would have predicted a sale 
of 40,000 for Carlyle’s “Sartor Resartus ” in a 
half-dollar volume? Other volumes of that series 
have done almost as well, I hear, but Messrs. 
Chapman & Hall have not yet ventured to. promise 
that the complete works shall appear at the same 
price. Mr. Morris, again, might hardly be deemed 
a poet for the million, although the first part of 
the “Earthly Paradise” is now in a fifth or per-, 
haps sixth edition. Nevertheless, Messrs. Ellis 
& Green are about to issue a popular edition 
of that poem in ten monthly parts at about ninety 
cents each—a price which can scarcely be called 
very low in the days when the cheapness of good 
•and tolerably well-printed books is every day be¬ 
coming more remarkable. 

No book that has appeared for many years has 
been more unanimously and deservedly condemned 
by the press than Mr. James Grant’s so-called 
“ History of the Newspaper Press.” Its failure 
was so complete, and the exposure of its utter 
worthlessness so convincing, that I ventured to 
hope Mr. Grant would abandon the purpose he an¬ 
nounced of publishing two other volumes on the 
same subject. Butin a long letter to the Athence- 
urn of to-day, he assures us that a third volume 
will be ready shortly, and intimates that this is the 
conclusion of his labors on the British press only. 
If, as he has before said, the fourth volume is to be 
on the foreign, and especially the American, press, 
it is only fair to American publishers and Ameri¬ 
can public to warn them against it in advance. 
Himself an editor for many years, and with every 
opportunity for obtaining trustworthy information 
about English newspapers, Mr. Grant has pro¬ 
duced a book about them which has not one single 
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merit, and which contains nothing but blunders. 
What is he likely to do for the press of foreign 
countries, about which even the most accurate and 
painstaking Englishman might distrust his ability 
to write ? 

The number of reprints or reissues of American 
books by English publishers cannot but strike any 
one who looks over the lists. Such houses as 
Macmillan & Co., Sampson, Low & Co., Routledge, 
and others reproduce the works of well-known 
authors by arrangement either with them or with 
their American publishers. Mr. Longfellow’s 
“Divine Tragedy” is, of course, sure of a large 
circulation. An eminent English publisher once 
remarked to me that the circulation of Tennyson’s 
Poems was larger in America than in England, and 
of Longfellow’s larger in England than in America ; 
and for the same reason —the want of a protecting 
copyright and the multiplication of cheap editions 
of each poet in the country where he had no legal 
rights. But, as you know*, that relates to those 
poems published some time ago. Mr. Longfellow, 
at any rate, contrives to get some sort of a copy¬ 
right, and Messrs. Routledge announce the 
“ Divine Tragedy,” as they did the “ New 
England Tragedy,” as the author’s edition. 
The American and Tauchnitz editions of Tennyson 
everybody has seen ; but America and Germany are 
not the only countries where the English Poet Lau¬ 
reate finds publishers. I wonder if you ever saw 
an edition in one compact, well-printed volume, 
published at Amsterdam in 1869. I bought a copy 
there in that year, and, not having the fear of the 
British custom-house authorities before my eyes, 
brought it to London with me. It seemed to be 
largely sold in the book-stalls and on the quays of 
Rotterdam, whence fly tri-weekly steamers to Har¬ 
wich—a favorite and cheap route for Anglo-conti¬ 
nental travel. 

Among other recent American reprints are Mrs. 
Stowe’s “ My Wife and I ” ; Mary Healy’s “ Lake¬ 
ville ” ; Dr. Hayes’s “Land of Desolation,” which 
is. very sharply reviewed in to-day’s Athenaum; 
Miss Alcott’s “Aunt Jo’s Scrap-Bag” (announced, 
but not yet out); Hawthorne’s “Passages from 
French and Italian Note-Hooks”; and the second 
volume of Bayard Taylor’s translation of “ Faust,” 
which, like the first, has been warmly praised in 
the English reviews. S. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT.* 

To the Editor of the A merican Literary Gazette: 

Sir : As an Englishman, I beg to ask space for a 
few remarks in answer to Mr. Baird’s letter in your 
number of January 1. That gentleman takes for 
his text a note printed in Mr. Murray’s Handbooks, 
to the effect “ that the introduction into England of 
foreign pirated editions of British copyright works 
is totally prohibited by act of Parliament,” and at 
once he plunges into a fierce tirade against England 
for having allowed the great body of her people to 
be steeped in poverty and ignorance ; and from the 
beginning of his letter to the end of it he runs the 
gamut on selfishness, robbery, and such like un¬ 
gentlemanlike phrases. In his career he uses an 
exploded blunderbuss of the late M. de Tocqueville, 
and demonstrates at length that the cure for the 
international copyright question is for “ England to 
break down her land system, her banking monopoly,

and other institutions “ then,” continues this Ches" 
terfield (whose opening sentence complains that my 
countrymen “ forget their manners, and indulge in 
the bad taste and worse policy of applying oppro¬ 
brious epithets “ then,” says he, “ wilPEngland 
show less selfishness and have more friends and 
fewer enemies throughout the world than she now 
has.” 

Sir, it is a thousand pities your correspondent did 
not put his letter into the fire rather than send it to 
you, if he could not write it without dealing in such 
baseless, irritating, and grossly ignorant assertions. 

Mr. Baird is welcome to the belief that the Eng¬ 
lish “land system and other institutions” (what¬ 
ever he may mean in that wholesale classification) 
are at the bottom of this trouble. I think the va£t 
majority of sane people will rather agree with the 
celebrated Mr. Dick, who in his learned Memorial 
(still unpublished) has clearly and convincingly de- 
monstated that all sublunary troubles (including of 
course the great International Copyright question) 
flow from the execution of King Charles the First 
[vide the Memoirs of David Copperfield, Esq.). 
And while I am bold enough to mention the name 
of a king, may I further dare to recommend Mr. 
Baird to follow the example of another— vide King 
George the Fourth—who (Lord Brougham tells us) 
held his tongue rather than ask questions, for fear 
of showing his ignorance, thereby showing a wisdom 
and a prudence Mr. Baird would do well to imitate. 

Mr. Murray’s caution, however, states only a simi¬ 
lar fact, viz., that foreign editions of British copyright 
books are prohibited by act of Parliament from enter¬ 
ing the United Kingdom. A similar prohibition 
also exists (and most justly exists) in this country. 
The sting of the caution however lies in the use of 
the word “ pirated;” and it is this chiefly which rouses 
the wrath of your correspondent as well as other 
writers on this side of the Atlantic. Well, it must 
be confessed the word is an ugly one, but so is the 
act which it designates; and so long as the ugly 
cause of action exists, that word, or some other 
equally ugly, will require to be applied to it. It is 
wisest and best to call a spade a spade, and a noi¬ 
some smell by its plain Saxon name. 

Mr. Baird, however, feeling that the ugly word 
can only be met on first principles (ante-civilization 
principles they ought to be called), goes in for first 
principles with a vengeance. He shows—I hope 
satisfactorily to himself—that copyrights should 
neither be granted to authors, nor patents to in¬ 
ventors, because all original ideas have been used 
up long ago. Authors and inventors in these days 
(“builders of houses made of borrowed materials,” 
he calls them), in his opinion, merely give us a re¬ 
hash of used-up ideas, and therefore deserve no 
protection whatever.* He is supported by au¬ 
thority which is now almost classical; for did 
not the man in the play complain that he had 
intended to write a book, but had found that 
Shakspeare and some of those other old fellows 
had already appropriated all the ideas he intended 
to put into it. Many people, however, like myself, 
cannot go to these first principles, but have to 
consider things in the light of the nineteenth cen- 

* Mr. Baird is a most unreasonable person. He condemns 
the granting of patents, and, pari passu , national rewards to 
inventors (which are but patent rights in another form); yet, in 
his foot-note he informs us that Henry Gort, the inventor of 
puddling, got two English patents nearly 100 years, and 78 
years ago the British government gave him a pension of £200 
a year, and rewards have been given to his descendants so late 
as 1858. On the one hand he would seem to condemn this as 
being vastly too much, and on the other as not enough. Now, 
seeing the United States grant no pensions—not even to tfie 
family of a murdered President—what is it that will please Mr. 
Baird? Nothing, I think, it is possible for England to do. 
He won’t be generous himself, and he condemns generosity in 
others. 
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tury, notin that of the sixteenth ; and we find among 
civilized nations copyright not only existing, but in¬ 
ternational treaties signed and sealed by the chief 
members of civilized nations, giving to their authors 
mutual and international protection for their labors. 
We also find that one of the nations that ought to 
be among the foremost in promoting or in accept¬ 
ing such a treaty is not among the family of nations 
on this question. Downtrodden and despotic 
European communities agree to what has the ap¬ 
pearance of simple justice, to say nothing of an 
encouragement of culture and civilization ; but this 
large country hitherto has declined to follow in 
their footsteps; and Mr. Baird’s “ few suggestions ” 
are to the effect that the United States should con¬ 
tinue to do the ugly thing, and merit a continuance 
•f the ugly name. 

Fortunately for the good name and the good 
sense of this country, his suggestions are not likely 
to be adopted ; for, from the correspondence which 
has appeared in your columns on this subject, an 
indication exists that the United States would agree 
to an international copyright treaty with England 
©n the condition that English authors would enter 
directly into relations with American publishers. 
In other words, English printed books would not 
be protected, but American printed books of Eng¬ 
lish authors (who had sold or arranged with Ameri¬ 
can publishers) would. If the country has made 
up its mind to go as far as that—to accept, in fact, 
the preamble of the treaty—it ought not to higgle 
and dicker upon a matter that concerns only the 
pockets of a few publishers and the printers they 
employ. They ought to take an enlarged view of 
the question, not a petty and provincial one. Why 
not agree to a treaty similar in terms to what has 
been signed by France and the other great nations 
of Europe ? By such a treaty, joined in by the 
great family of civilized nations, the great mass cf 
the reading community in this country will be ben¬ 
efited, and the authors of America and England, 
in whose interests the treaty pretends to speak, 
will be sustained and encouraged. 

Connected with this question is a phase of it j 
which deeply interests this country, to wit: the j 
admission of foreign scientific and educational i 
works into this country free of duty. The United 
States claim to have their institutions based on 
intelligence ; and much is done in the way of free 
schools, colleges, etc., etc. The salaries of profes¬ 
sors and teachers, however, are upon the usual 
republican minimum scale, so that these persons, as 
well as the students struggling to “drink deep at 
the Pierian spring,” are pinched for the means to 
procure foreign scientific and educational works. 
Instead of encouraging the student to pursue the 
prosecution of higher studies, a duty is placed upon 
the professional books he requires at the time he 
can least afford it. Of course, I know that very 
many admirable works of the nature I refer to are 
published at reasonable prices within the country ; 
but there are many books, especially those with 
drawings and plates, which are not and cannot 
profitably be reprinted here; and therefore these 
teachers and students must either procure them at 
any cost or go without. Intelligence being the 
basis of the institutions, every facility ought to be 
given to foster and encourage the spread of it, and 
literature, if possible, made as free as the light and 
air of heaven. Pray excuse my referring to a point 
with which, strictly speaking, I ought not to inter¬ 
fere. 

Mr. Baird’s letter, I am sure, will be more largely 
read with pain than with profit by your readers. I 
.will not notice the concluding paragraph of it fur¬ 
ther than to say that much of it reminds me of a 
stump speech I heard one evening last November, 


amid a crowd of evil-smelling torches and people 
in the Bowery. A wild American was praising 
and justifying and glorifying the immaculate “Boss 
Tweed,” whom he was endeavoring to get re¬ 
elected as a lawgiver (he was successful—I write it 
with shame), and somehow or other, in every other 
sentence of the Bowery man, he had the self-same 
dig at my poor native land that Mr. Baird indulges 
in.

THE INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT 
TREATY., 

MEETING OF PUBLISHERS AND OTHERS IN PHILA¬ 
DELPHIA. 

A meeting of publishers, paper-makers, and 
others interested in the manufacture of books, was 
held on Saturday, at Messrs. Cowperthwaite & Co’s 
store, 628 Chestnut street, for the purpose of 
discussing the proposed international copyright 
treaty. Mr. Henry C. Baird was called to the 
chair, Messrs, Roger Sherman, Thomas Mackellar 
and James R. Nicholson were chosen vice-presi¬ 
dents, and Mr. A. G. Elliott as secretary. Among 
those present were Mr. Walter Lippincott, of the 
firm of J. B. Lippincott & Co. ; Mr. Jones, of the 
National Publishing Company ; Mr. W. W. Hard¬ 
ing ; Mr. B. H. Moore, of the firm of Jessup & 
Moore ; Mr. Cope, Mr. Magargee; Mr. A. 
Jessup, Jr., of the firm of Cowperthwaite & Co. ; 
Mr. Potter, of J. E. Potter & Co.; Mr. W. B. 
Evans, of W. B. Evans & Co. ; Mr. Gaskill, of 
Gaskill and Gresimer; Mr. Coates, of Porter & 
Coates, Mr. Henry C. Lea, and others. 

Mr. B. H. Moore stated briefly the object of the 
meeting, and said that there was a determined 
effort, year after year, to force an international 
copyright law upon American publishers, and if 
not met and opposed promptly it bids fair now to 
become law. That it was a scheme to centralize* 
and to put into the pockets of a few what should- 
go into the pockets of the many. He was opposed 
to legislation for the benefit of the few. 

The proceedings of a meeting of New r York 
publishers, recently held in that city, to discuss the 
same question, were then read by the secretary. 

Mr. Gaskill moved that a committee “be appoint¬ 
ed to visit Washington, and lay before the library 
committee a memorial, setting forth the views of 
the meeting. 

A committee was appointed for this purpose, 
consisting of Messrs. Gaskill, chairman ; Potter, 
Jones, Sherman and W. P. Hazard. 

The secretary then read a memorial, which the 
committee were instructed to present to the li¬ 
brary committee in Washington. The memorial 
contained the following : 

We oppose an international copyright for the 
following reasons : 

First. That thought, until expressed or pub¬ 
lished, is the property of the thinker; when given 
to the world, like light, is free to all. 

Second. As property it can only demand the 
protection of the municipal law of the country to 
which the thinker is subject. 

Third. The author of any country, by becoming 
a citizen of this and assuming the burdens and 
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performing the duties thereof, can have the same 
protection that an American author has. 

Fourth. The trading of privileges to foreign 
authors for privileges to be granted to American 
authors is not just, because the interests of others 
than they are sacrificed thereby. 

tifth. Because the good of the whole people 
and the safety of our republican institutions de¬ 
mand works shall not be made too costly for the 
multitude by giving the power to foreign authors 
to fix their prices here as well as abroad. 

Sixth. We oppose the bill as proposed in New 
York because it would enable the foreign author 
and his assignee in this country, by an absolute 
monopoly in the production, to fix the price of his 
book without fear of competition. 

Seventh. Because the great capitalists on the 
Atlantic seaboard would naturally represent to 
foreign authors their world-wide reputation; the 
security of authors in dealing with them; their 
greater facilities for the distribution of books, thus 
centralizing the publication of them in few hands. 

Eighth. Finally, because the reprints of really 
valuable works on science, which are now pub¬ 
lished at prices so low in this country that the 
day-laborer can afford to purchase them, would be 
raised by an “international copyright,” or any 
proposed modification thereof, beyond his means, 
and he would be obliged to confine his purchases 
mainly to cheap literature, not improving to his 
mind, frequently immoral in its tendency, and in¬ 
culcating, not rarely, principles dangerous to the 
peace of society. Adjourned.

Gaudeamus (“Let us Rejoice !”), the title of 
one of the oldest and best-known of student songs, 
was cleverly selected by the German people’s poet, 
Scheffel, as that of his collection of humorous bal¬ 
lads, most of which are given in translation by 
Charles G. Leland, of “Hans Breitmann ” fame, 
in the volume of the same title shortly to be pubr 
lished by James R. Osgood & Co. Mr. Leland 
declares that Scheffel is the most popular of Ger¬ 
man living poets, and we may well believe it after 
reading these jovial, rollicking studetat and wine 
songs. The first set are a humorous compendium 
of a series of geological lectures delivered by a 
friend of the poet’s, forming a droll history of .the 
world; and the song of the sentimental Icthyo- 
saurus, the Boulder’s Lament, the memorial Guano 
song, the quaint picture, “from the old Assyrian,” 
of Jonah swigging away “ in the Black Whale at 
Ascalon” till the landlord put him out because he 
couldn’t pay the bill, and the legend of the old 
lake-dweller, who was prophetically discontented 
that in his day there were no “ modern improve¬ 
ments ” : 

“ In stocks I would gladly grow wealthy, 

But exchange is not yet understood ; 

A good glass of beer would be healthy, 

But never a drop has been brewed : ” 

all are inimitably funny. Then come the Roden- 
stein ballads, the story of the old knight who be¬ 
queathed his thirst to the Heidelberg students, 
some student revelling songs, and a variety of droll 
ballads from other quarters. The verses are all 
exceedingly funny, and will be especially appreciat¬ 
ed by students and scholars. It is a dainty little 
volume, in red-line, italic type, which will contain 
them. 

Bits of Travel (mostly driftwood from the At¬ 
lantic, the delight of whose readers “ H. H.” has 
been for many a day) is the title under which Mrs. 
Helen Hunt has gathered her prose sketches. 
They are quite as delightful as her poetry, and that 
is saying much ; indeed, it is long since any one 
has imparted such freshness, beauty, and pleasant¬ 
ness to anything from the well-worn field of 
European travel. The volume contains her in¬ 
imitable sketch of “A German Landlady,” de¬ 
scriptions of the valley of Gastein, the Am- 
pezzo Pass, Albans Days, a Sunday morning 
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Venice, and half a dozen other like papers, 
which give us more of the beauties of those 
beautiful places than ninety-nine out of a hundred 
of us could see for ourselves, and the delightful 
“Encyclicals of a Traveller,” rambling letters about 
other Italian and German scenes. The book will 
be a neat i6mo. 

Yesterdays with Authors is the title-definition 
of the new volume in which Mr. James T. Fields, 
for so many years of the great Boston house, and 
^correspondent extraordinary to all the high events 
of literature, groups his reminiscences of and ex¬ 
tracts from his correspondence with Dickens, 
Thackeray, Hawthorne, Wordsworth, Miss Mit- 
ford, and other great authors of our time. There 
seems to be nothing in which the public so much 
•delights as in these personalities as to famous folks, 
when they are delicately and not impertinently 
managed, and we may expect a wide sale for this 
volume. It will be nearly as much a favorite at 
the circulating libraries, we venture to say, as the 
works of these authors themselves, because of its 
association with them. 

The Best Reading,—A bibliographical work to 
be published about February 10 by the Putnams 
is probably the most useful guide for the aver¬ 
age reader yet attempted. The classified list 
alone covers two hundred pages, under above 
four hundred divisions of subject, including pro¬ 
bably thirty thousand volumes, while it has been 
the aim and the difficulty of the editors to men¬ 
tion only such books as would be desirable for 
the ordinary library and the ordinary reader. By 
the use of letters, a , b, and c, the books are 
usefully classified for the benefit of buyer, works of 
fiction being doubly so classified, according to 
the rank of the author and of each of his works— 
the name of author, title, size, place of publica¬ 
tion and cloth price when possible, being given in 
each case. Besides these' lists, the volume con¬ 
tains much other matter of great value: excerpts 
on books and reading from a wide range of au¬ 
thors ; valuable suggestions as to how and what to 
read, with a mapping out of courses, useful hints 
as to book-clubs and advice as to the owning of 
books, the latter parts by Mr. F. B. Perkins.. 
Book-buyers will have great reason to thank its 
•editors for the extent and excellence of their work, 
which will be found nearly indispensable in a li¬ 
brary or to good readers.

LITERARY AND TRADE GOSSIP. 

The Congressional Joint Committee on the Li¬ 
brary, to which was referred the bill for international 
copyright introduced into the house by Hon. S. S. 
Cox, and consequently the subject in general, held, 
a meeting on Monday to give hearing to those who 
might desire to be heard upon the subject. A 
meeting of the book publishers, printers, binders, 
etc., of Philadelphia, was held in that city Monday, 
when a memorial against the passage of an in¬ 
ternational copyright was adopted and a committee 
of five appointed to present its views to the com¬ 
mittee. This delegation, including W. P. Hazard, 
J. E. Potter, R. Sherman, and others, appeared , 
and made arguments before the committee, as also 
Mr. Gilbert Burling of New York, in behalf of the 
artists of the metropolis. The congressional commit¬ 
tee then adjourned consideration of the subject to 
Monday, Feb. 12. The committee appointed at 
the meeting of New York publishers—Messrs. 
Wm. H. Appleton, who is among the publishers 
the leader in this matter, Isaac E. Sheldon, Ed¬ 
ward Seymour, of Charles Scribner & Co., D. 
Van Nostrand and John Wiley—are to meet on , 
Monday to consider the bill prepared by Mr. 
Appleton, which proposes that no person except 
an American publisher shall hold a copyright of a 
foreign book in the United States—he only as the 
assignee of the author ; that the book thus pro¬ 
tected shall be in every part manufactured in the 
United States, and of home-made material; that 
all foreign editions of such works shall be abso¬ 
lutely excluded from the country ; and that to ob¬ 
tain any protection the book must be registered 
in this country and published here within three 
months after its original publication. A proposal 
that no dictionary, cyclopedia, or other work 
which should be the joint product of several litfer 
ary men, should be thus protected, was omitted 
from the bill as referred by the meeting to the 
committee. 

The New Hymnal.— There has been a brisk 
competition, as we noted in our last issue, among 
the publishers of the new Hymnal of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. By the arrangement made 
with the nine publishing houses who contracted for 
the right to publish, duplicate electrotype plates 
were to be forwarded from the foundry simulta¬ 
neously, so that no concern should have the advan 
tage over another. The plates were shipped from 
Hartford, we understand, on the 22d of January 
(Monday). By some accident, one of the compet¬ 
ing firms (Hurd & Houghton) did not receive their 
set at the Riverside Press, Cambridge, until Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, the 24th. Thursday afternoon 
they had the sheets in the bindery. Friday after¬ 
noon they sent a bound copy by mail to the New 
York house. Saturday morning they shipped an 
edition to New York and filled the Boston orders, 
and Monday the book was in the market in New 
York. If they had received the plates promptly as 
they had expected, they would have had the book 
in the market on Friday. 
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beautifully printed and liberally illustrated, embraces 
all that is needful to be known in regard to the struc¬ 
ture of pleasure-boats, the art of rowing, the best 
methods of training, and the history of boat-racing 
in this country and in England. 

American Literature Abroad. —During the 
last year Messrs. Charles Scribner & Co. have sold 
to English publishers duplicate stereotype plates of 
the following works : Dr. Hodge’s Systematic The¬ 
ology, Pres. Porter’s Human Intellect, and Ele¬ 
ments of Intellectual Science, and Ueberweg’s 
History of Philosophy, the introductory volume in 
the Philosophical and Theological Library, just 
commenced under the editorship of Drs. Smith 
and Schaff. Add to this the fact that the Edinburgh 
edition of Lange’s Commentary was long since 
suspended because of the vast superiority of the 
American edition of the same work, issued under 
Dr. Schaff’s supervision, and we have evidence 
enough that American brains are beginning to com¬ 
pel the recognition abroad that they deserve. 

Scribner, Welford & Co. have just imported 
some splendid new English works. Among these 
are the English edition of Forster’s Life of Dickens, 
with marginal notes; a new and revised edition of 
Schellen’s work on Spectrum Analysis, with ex¬ 
quisite colored illustrations ; Browning’s-last poem, 
“Prince Hohenstiel-Schwangau, Saviour of So¬ 
ciety;” Whymper’s “ Scrambles among the Alps,” 
a marvel of illustration on wood; and Arthur 
Helps’ “ Thoughts upon Government.” 

Holt & Williams have nearly ready Baring- 
Gould’s Legends of the Patriarchs and Prophets, 
which have been collected by the author from vari¬ 
ous uncanonical sources. It is said that some of 
the stories are very surprising, many of them 
amusing, and all interesting. 

Recent German Works on Music. —For new 
books gn Music one has always to go to Germany, 
and the publications of the last few months present 
much that is interesting. First and foremost is the 
collection of “ Popular Lectures on the Formation 
of a Critical Musical Taste,” by Hermann Klister 
(Leipzig: Breitkopf und Hertel), which should be 
read by every one who wishes to enjoy music under¬ 
standing^. The lectures are clear and well ex¬ 
pressed, and are full of excellent examples. The 
“ Catechism of Composition,” by J. E. Lobe (Leip¬ 
zig : Weber), and the “ Theoretical and Practical 
Study of Harmony and Music” of Leopold Heinze 
(Ober-Glogau : Handel), will carry the reader fur¬ 
ther into the practical knowledge of music. Among 
books of musical history and biography we must 
note “German Composers,” by Dr. Emil Naumann 
(Berlin : Oppenheim), a series of lectures delivered 
at the Victoria Lyceum in 1870-71, devoted to the 
chief German composers since Bach. The treat¬ 
ment of Meyerbeer and Wagner in one chapter is 
exceedingly singular. “ The Great Piano-forte Vir¬ 
tuosi of Our Time ” (Berlin: Behr), is a very enter¬ 
taining collection of reminiscences of Liszt, Chopin, 
Tausig, and Henselt, by W. von Lenz, well known 
to the musical world by his studies on Beethoven. 
Lenz is now very old, and it can be seen from the 
title that the “our time” is not the present day 
with its Bulon and Rubinstein. Persons who re¬ 
member Mendelssohn’s description in his letters of 
his playing before Goethe will perhaps be inter¬ 
ested in “ Goethe and his Relations to Music,” by 
W. von Bock (Berlin: Schneider). Some new 
letters and recpllections of Mendelssohn himself 
have just been published by his friend Eduard 
Devrient. We are glad to see the first volume of 
the complete writings and poems of Richard Wag¬ 


ner (Leipzig: Fritzsch), which contains, besides 
“Rienzi” and “ Der Fliegende Hollander,” the 
various sketches he published when he was earn¬ 
ing his bread in Paris in 1840 and 1841. The best 
of these is “A Pilgrimage to Beethoven.” Wagner 
then had much humor, and his style was pleasanter 
than now. His last brochure, “ Beethoven,” is 
very hard reading. The Beethoven Centenary of 
1870 called out a number of memories, of which the 
best is “Beethoven Festival and the Art of the 
Present,” by Ludwig Nohl (Wien: Braumiiller) r 
the biographer of Mozart, and an adherent of the 
new school. Ferdinand Hiller, the successor of 
Mendelssohn, and a violent partisan of the old 
school, has also published a charming essay on 
Beethoven, which is printed separately and also in 
his little book, “ From the Tone-Life of our Time ” 
(Leipzig : Leuckart). This book .contains in addi¬ 
tion articles on Rossini, Hauptmann, and Bach, 
and an amusing sketch called “ Too Much Music,” 
directed against the tendency to riot in musical 
noise at dinners and balls and in gardens of all, 
sorts.— Nation. 

The International Scientific Series, of 
which we gave some particulars in our last issue,, 
is Prof. Youmans’ own idea as well as his in exe¬ 
cution. The correspondent of the Boston Adver- 
tiser , who has “ interviewed ” him, learned from him 
that his greatest difficulties were in England—the 
plan once agreed upon there, he had no difficulty in 
France and Germany. “ We do not here,” he says,. 
“ comprehend how completely the English authors 
belong to the publishers, and the only way to bring 
together under one arrangement his chosen writers 
was to secure a new publisher who owned none of 
them.” His difficult undertaking was entirely 
arranged in his one trip abroad, from May to 
January.. Among the subjects of these monographs 
are mentioned “ Bodily Motion and Consciousness,” 
“The Antiquity of Man,” “Morbid Psychological 
Motion,” “ Relations of Mind and Body,” “ Phys¬ 
ics and Politics,” “ The Study of Sociology, ,r 
“ Food and Diets,” “The First Principles of the 
Exact Sciences Explained to the Non-Mathemati¬ 
cal,” “Spectrum Analysis,” “Muscular and Ner¬ 
vous Physics,” “Mind in the Lower Animals,” 
“ Earth Sculpture : Hills, valleys, mountains, 
plains, rivers, lakes—how they were produced, 
and how they have been destroyed,” “Ice and 
Glaciers,” “ Responsibility in Disease,” “ Physical 
and Metaphysical Phenomena of Life,” “ Social 
Physics,” “Atoms and the Atomic Theory,” “The 
Negro Races,” and “ Chemical Synthesis.” They 
will be not so much for beginners in science as tO' 
acquaint those who have had at least a fair general 
cultivation with the latest developments of the> 
subjects treated. 

Now that Mr. Fields has put on record his- 
pleasant intercourse with the great men of cotem¬ 
porary literature, the literary world demands a like' 
work from the rich store of the veteran publisher 
Mr. George P. Putnam. 

D. Appleton & Co. are to publish American 
editions of the Duke of Somerset’s work on Chris¬ 
tian Theology and Modern Scepticism, and of the 
keen and gossipy reminiscences of Sir Plenry. 
Holland, the veteran and distinguished English, 
physician. The former will attract earnest atten¬ 
tion, as it is a bold statement that modern thinkers; 
demand a new departure in the methods of the¬ 
ology. It points out an increasing dissatisfaction 
of cultivated men with existing beliefs, as incom¬ 
plete, difficult of defence and unsatisfying, and, if. 
not anti-Christian, will certainly be thought very 
near it in orthodox circles*
